Wo lman. dean o f the Institute o f A|>pho (l Psy cho analy ­ 
sis and 
p r o f e s s o r o f psy cho lo gy at Lo ng Island Uni­ 
v ersity , said in analy zing the flight o f y o ung peo ple 
to hippie co lo nies.

Senator 
Stuart 
Symington of Missouri, Demo­ 
crat, think s there should be 
a pause in the fighting to 
find out what the enemy will 
do. Senator Wallace Bennett 
of Utah, Republican, calls for 
a idealistic appraisal and says 
that "The Third World War, 
Communist Style,” has boon 
going on for 20 years. He 
ad<Ls that the United States 
faces a grave c r i s i s unless it 
pursues a firm course and 
rallies the other nations of 
the world to sup|K>rt its lead­ 
ership in the effort to safc- 
guaixl human freedom. 
As for Senator Symington's 
idea 
to stop the Iximbing 
and ah militarj 
operations 
and see what would happen 
an Associated Press dis­ 
patch from Hanoi, contrib­ 
uted In an Australian who is 
a 
eorropundcnt 
for Com­ 
munist pa|>ers. mak es it clear 
that the North Vietnam gov­ 
ernment doesn’t want “nego­ 
tiations" and merely seek s 
"talk s" that could iast ten 
years. Presumably it would 
continue to infiltrate and to 
attempt to tak e over South 
Vietnam. 
Senator Beimel's speech in 
the Senate on Monda\ of this 
week , 
m describing " T he 
Third World War, Communist 
St\lc," lays the present bat- 
the Third World War as the 


Battle of the Bulge and the 
Battle of Midway were in 
World War II ” He declares 
that 
the weak ness of the 
Communist countries, due to 
postwar exhaustion in 194.*) 
and thereat ter, did not per­ 
mit "anj massive attack ." He 
adds: 
"Instead of o|#‘n warfare, 
they proceeded to foster in­ 
ternal revolutions 
in those 
nations, hegun with subver­ 
sion and pursued through the 
u s e of 
native 
Communist 
guerrilla 
forces. This time 
1 he world was not to lx* swal­ 
lowed whole but chewed up 
in little bites. This time they 
hoped to consume many k ey 
areas without arousing the 
sleeping giant which is the 
United States. This time they 
even hojiod not only to con­ 
ceal the relationship of these 
wars to their worldwide ob­ 
jectives but also to give them 
a noble purpose by calling 
them deceptively, ‘Wars of 
National Liberation.’. .. 
"What would happen now 
if the United States with­ 
drew before the situation in 
South Vietnam is stabilized? 
... If we allow this to ha|>- 
l>en, all tree nations, particu­ 
larly the small ones, would 
tx* justified in behoving that 
w<* aix' unworthy to be trust­ 
ed as tin' leader of the tree 
world ... 
"It wo ever lose the right 
to lead the free world, Com­ 
munist power would be un­ 
challenged and Communism 
would eventuall\ Ix'come the 
wave of the future. One by 
one, the smaller free coun­ 
tries would have to bow un­ 
tie of South Vietnam "may 


turn out to be as decisive in 
dor its yok e, and the day 
could come when we stood 
isolated and 
a l one . Obvious­ 
ly, we must not risk that 
great tragedy by trying to 
isolate ourselves from free­ 
dom’s problems now. ... 
“It is my firm belief that 
we should not go into any 
negotiations with anyone un­ 
til we can be sure that at the 
end of the negotiations South 
Vietnam will still I** free and 
independent.” 
The Utah Senator believes 
that "premature withdrawal” 
or "capitulation” would put 
all nations in the Pacific— 
including Korea, Japan, Aus­ 
tralia. New’ Zealand and the 
Philippines— into jcc>t>ardy. 
Mr. Bennett explains that 
to us negotiation is ‘a proc­ 
ess by which decisions are 
reached through mutual con­ 
cessions,” but that 
to the 
Communists "it is merely an 
extension of the conflict on a 
different 
level." 
He points 
out that in Korea "nogotia- 
tions" arc still going on after 
la years of “fruitless peace 
conferences in Genova." 
So, while the "demonstra­ 
tions" and the protests against 
the Vietnam War may give 
some comfort to the parents 
of boys of draft age, actu­ 
ally such moves merely hard­ 
en the determination of the

The So v iet Unio n’s request bo th fro nt the British 
fiitd French fo r co o peratio n to help receiv e info rma­ 
tio n fro m the So v iet ro cket which reached Venus this 
week was the first such request since 1960 . It was 
no table fo r by passing: the United States, who se tele- 
,so o j>es are latter than the sco fX's o f any o f these 
co untries. 
The British no t o nly co o perated but were the first 
tq anno unce that a so ft landing had been made. Sir 
Bernard Lo v ell, directo r o f the Jo drell Bank Radio 
Observ ato ry can receiv e pictures o r messages. The 
French facilities are mo re limited and they play ed 
o nly a mino r ro le. 
The So \ let request came fro m the Academy o f 
Sciences, which stated that the info rmatio n so ught 
abo ut the phy sical pro perties o f Venus was o f “ pri­ 
mary interest fo r wo rld science and go es bey o nd the 
impo rtance o f o ne natio n’s scientific ex periment, but 
o f ex trao rdinary impo rtance and significance to man­ 
kind.” 
Perhaps United States scientists hav e been shunned 
in this impo rtant instance because the So v iet fears 
1 hey wo uld be to o critical and analy tical.

closed 
doors before the President's 
Commission on Civil Disor­ 
ders. 
This column has obtained a 
copy 
o f his confidential ad­ 
vice. which is must reading 
for whites who are trying to 
understand how the black 
militants feel and what they 
think . 
In a voice charged with 
emotion, Chambers told the 
commission 
fiercely: 
"We 
have 
matched, 
we 
have 
cried, we have prayed, we 
have voted, 
wp have peti­ 
tioned, we have been good 
little 
boys 
anil 
girls. 
We 
have 
done 
every 
possible 
thing to mak e this white 
man recognize us as human 
beings And he refutes . . . 
"You can understand why 
Jews who were burned by 
the Nazis hate Germans, but 
you can’t understand why 
black people who have been 
systematically murdered by 
the 
government 
a n d 
its 
agents — by private citizens, 
by the police departments — 
you 
can’t understand why 
they hate white people . . . 
"A policeman is an object of 
ontem pt. A policeman is a 
paid 
and 
hired 
murderer. 
And you never find the po­ 
liceman guilty of a crime, no 
m atter 
what 
violence 
he 
commits against a black per­ 
son. In Detroit, you were 
shooting 
‘snipers.’ 
So 
you 
mounted a .30 caliber ma­ 
chine gun on a tank and shot 
into an apartment and k illed 
a four-year-old ‘sniper’.” 
Father James Groppi, the 
militant little priest who has 
been leading Negroes in civil 
rights demonstrations in Mil­ 
wauk ee. had also come to tes­ 
tify behind closed doors. He 
nodded his vigorous agree­ 


ment. "That'i right,” he said. 
Chambers 
k e pt talk ing; 
"Black people doing ordinary, 
reasonable, |*vaccful things in 
this country are attack ed by 
the police; and the police ate 
praised for it. And you talk 
about giving the police more 
money and more power.... 
"You will appropriate all 
k inds of money to give the 
National 
G u a r d increased 
training in how to wipe us 
out. And it’s a funny thing 
that in all those so-called 
riots, the police and National 
Guard k ill far more people 
than the so-called rioters. 
And as for the sniping, don’t 
you believe that Why are no 
cop* k illed? They ought to 
be k illed. I think the cops 
should be k illed. I believe the 
National 
Guard 
should 
be 
fought lik e they are telling 
us we should fight in Viet­ 
nam. ... 
"We are being forced by 
police misconduct to get to­ 
gether to fight the police. 
You k now when I’ll believe 
that singing 'We Shall Over­ 
come' is an effective way to 
fight the police? When I see 
you send your Marines, your 
airmen and your infantry­ 
men into Vietnam led by the 
Mormon Tabernacle Choir. .. 
"We are going to fight 
your people lik e you fight us. 
And don't say I’m revealing 
too much, because if some­ 
thing happens to me, there 
are other people who come 
up. They k illed Malcolm X 
and produced Stok ely (Car­ 
michael) and Rap (Brown). 
You k ill Rap; he will mul­ 
tiply. You k ill Stok ely; he 
will multiply. Now’ you don’t 
k now me; so maybe you don’t 
want, to k ill me. You might 
just want me in jail. But you 
get me off the scene, and I'll 
m ultiply.. .. 
"Here is what you are go­ 
ing to give my child. I am 
going to send him to school 
and teach him to respect au­ 
thority. So here is a Crack er 
teacher standing in front of 
my child mak ing him listen 
to ‘Little Black Sambo.’ See, 
that’s the image the school 
gives him when he’s young to 
teach him his ‘place.’ A car­ 
icature, 
wearing outlandish 
clothing that even the ani­ 


mals in the forest don't want 
to wear. . . . 
"So he goes through the 
caricature lik e I did when I 
was a small child in grade 
school. And I don’t forget 
the— things 
I wasn’t b>>m 
with the attitudes I 
have 
now. They were put in me by 
Crack ers. I sat through Lit­ 
tle Black Sambo. And since 
I was the only black face in 
the room, I became little 
Black Sambo.... 
Sit and Take It 
"He gets a little older, so 
he can’t be Little Black Sam­ 
bo because he's too old for 
that. So turn to gixxl old 
Mark Twain, one of your 
great writers. And the black 
child grows from Little Black 
Sambo into Nigger Jim. And 
the white k ids read this stuff 
and they laugh at the black 
child; and he’s got to sit 
there and tak e it .. . . 
"They use the term ‘Nig­ 
ger’ on the floor of Congress. 
And look at Senator Dodd— 
good old Christian Senator 
Dodd; and then old black 
Adam Clayton Powell. Dodd 
had more 
charges 
against 
him than you can shak e 
a 
Rtick al. and in black and 
white from his own docu­ 
ments what he had done. 
And 
you people sat around debat­ 
ing 'whether we are going to 
oen>ure him or whether we 
are to reprimand him’. . . . 
Then here is Adam Olay ton 
Powell where the charges are 
very’ nebulous and uncertain. 
Bui the real problem is that 
he was a black man with too 
much power. And he was up­ 
pity. And he acted just lik e 
you have always acted. So 
you k ick him out and say he 
is a bad m an....

How can you call me mili­ 
tant when, in view of all 
these things I

Insurgent Cubans had their 
Fidel Castro.

But the f o n 
d os t 
friends of tin* Viet Cong Na

Vietnam cannot produce even 
the shadow of a hero. 
The truth is that not even 
the most diligent observers 
and scholars can be entirely 
sure who the leaders of the 
NLF really are. 
Among the latest to probe 
are Rodger Swearingen and 
Hammond Rolph of the Uni 
versity of Southern California, 
who have done a documentary 
study for the American Bar 
Association on 
the 
subject, 
"Communism 
111 Vietnam." 
The authors ask this q ucs 
tion: 
"Why this strange obscurity 
in the leadership of a move 
ment to which so much is 
attributed 
.1 movement which 
is look ed upon by its adherents 
as the vanguard of the atiti- 
imperialistic 
struggle, 
and 
which so many consider the 
culmination of the national 
revolution of the Vietnamese 
people? 
Their chief answer is that 
the peculiarly shadowy nature 
of the higher level leadership 
"is probably one indication 
of the tightness of control by 
North Vietnam, whose leaders 
may wish to mak e certain that 
no strong and attractive fig 
ure arises in the south who 
might nt some time on another 
tak e an embarrassingly indr 
pendent posture.” 
Many U.S. critics of Presi 
dent Johnson s Vietnam poli 
ties lik e to insist that the 


NLF is properly representa 
tive of the South Vietnamese 
people's legitimate aspirations 
and hence must be dealt with 
first hand 
111 any negotiated 
settlement. 
Unfortunately for their case, 
they have never been able to 
furnish 
convincing 
evidence 
that it represents anything hut 
Hanoi. Even the late Bernard 
Fall, a Vietnam scholar from 
whom the critics occasionally 
took comfort, saw the NLF 
as a very fragile false front. 
Fall dismissed the visible 
spok esmen for the front as 
“hardly of the caliber" to con­ 
stitute a government ready to 
tak e over the Saigon regime 
at the first sign of disintegra­ 
tion. 
Swe.yingen and Rolph’s in 
q uiries lead them to the same 
conclusion: 
"Although Hanoi has select 
PIXics 
by Wofil 
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ed some suitable non Commu­ 
nist figure to form the central 
committee of the NLF and to 
head its numerous functional 
groups, these persons not only 
have no real power, but they 
are largely unk nown or ob­ 
scure persons as far as the 
Vietnamese 
public 
is 
con­ 
cerned. 
“ No prestigious figure in 
South Vietnam, no matter how 
strongly in opposition to the 
Saigon government, has gone 
into the jungle with the NLF.” 
The ostensible chairman of 
the NLF is Nguyen Huu Tho, 
w ho in 1947 took part in some 
futile negotiations to end the 
earlier Indochina war involv­ 
ing the French. Professor Fall 
had little regard for him. and 
the two Southern California 
scholars brand him a “nonde­ 
script Saigon leftist lawyer” 
who has carried on mostly 
“decorative duties" since the 
NLF's founding. 
Some 12 of the 15 members 
of the NLF's presidium are 
styled as non Communists, but 
Swearingen and Rolph say the 
evidence indicate all 12 have 
long histories of pro Red front 
activities and several 
may 
actually be party members. 
In any event, there are three 
openly 
k now n Communist 
party members. 
Somewhere in this varied 
assortment of obscure types is 
the real leader of the NLF. 
The authors mak e their own 
guesses on the basis of the 
available evidence. They sug­ 
gest lie is probably one Tran 
Nam Trung. head of the NLF 
military committee, and lik ely 
"one and the same person” 
with Lt. Gen. Tran Van-Tra 
of the North Vietnamese regu 
lar army.

(AP) — 
Tho deadlock now gripping 
President Johnson’s tax in­ 
crease bill is personified by 
two men who k now each 
other extremely well, have 
shared many experiences and 
much responsibility — a n d 
don't give in easily. 
One is Johnson. The other 
is Chairman Wilbur D. Mills 
of t he House Wavs 
and 
Means Committee. 
Until one budges, the tax 
bill is going nowhere. The 
narrow issue is Mills’ insis­ 
tence that Johnson provide 
convincing 
e v i d e n c e that 
spending be cut $5 billion to 
$10 billion—he has never set 
an exact figure—before Con­ 
gress moves on taxes. 
This collides with John­ 
son's 
insistence 
that 
Con­ 
gress first finish appropria­ 
ting, then let the executive 
judge where 
to cut — and 
meanwhile that the tax in­ 
crease be approved. 
The underlying issues are 
broader, Johnson, who de­ 
veloped his political philoso­ 
phy in President Frank lin D. 
Roosevelt’s New’ Deal, is de­ 
termined that 
the massive 
programs he launched against 
poverty, for education and in 
welfare will s u r v i v e the 


ire 
of 


Vietnam-troubled times and 
endure to be his monument. 
Mills Is Co nserv ativ e 
Mills, whose first job was 
to help k eep a small town 
Ark ansas bank afloat during 
the depression of the 1930’s, 
leans mark edly to the con­ 
servative side in fiscal m at­ 
ters. But he is no blind South­ 
ern reactionary. 
He does not insist on a 
budget balanced every year. 
He 
has carefully repeated 
over and over that he is not 
demanding that the w’elfar 
programs bear the brunt 
the economies he advocates. 
Mills accepted enough of 
the new economics to pilot to 
passage the tax reduction of 
1964—-despite an unbalanced 
budget. He wrote into the 
bill a statement of principles; 
As the economy grows and 
provides 
m or e government 
revenues, 
some 
should 
be 
spent but some should be re­ 
turned to the private sector 
in continued tax reductions. 
Encouragement 
to 
private 
business rather than govern­ 
ment spending was to be the 
major guarantor of prosper­ 
ity. 
The 1964 tax reduction is 
generally considered an eco­ 
nomic smash success. A slug­ 
gish economy took off and, 
though tax rates went down, 
tax revenue went up. It is for 
this bill, and for the princi­ 


ple he based it on and to 
which he constantly refers, 
that Mills wants to be re­ 
membered. 
He feels he has been let 
down, that a commitment to 
hold down spending has gone 
by the board. Vietnam, he 
insists, can be charged with 
onh- part of the responsibil­ 
ity for the huge deficit now 
threatening and demanding 
the tax increase that w’ould 
r e v e r s e 
Mills’ 
preferred 
course. 
Hav e Drawn Apart 
So the President and tha 
congressman 
primarily 
re­ 
sponsible for tax legislation, 
tw o 
Washington 
veterans 
whose easy work ing arrange­ 
ments were a byword, have 
drawn apart. Associates say 
there has been practically no 
d i r e c t communication be­ 
tween them since the tax 
mcssagewas sent to Congress 
Aug. 3. 
M i 11 s’ indirect messages 
have been increasingly sharp. 
The most cutting was his 
committee’s recent shelving 
of the tax bill "until such 
time as the President and the 
Congress 
reach 
an

Mo sco w Real Culprit Behind 
Wo rld Disarmament Failure

GENEVA — Why have all 
serious attempts at disarma­ 
ment. started since the sec­ 
ond World War. failed in a 
welter of disagreement and 
recrimination? 
Who is to blame? Could 
the United States have done 
better? 
What if anything can be 
done at this late stage to get 
things moving? 
All of these q uestions posed 
themselves 
at Geneva 
this 
week as the 17-nation dis­ 
armament committee strug­ 
gled to agree on a treaty to 
restrict the further spread of 
nuclear arms. 
The fact that its modest 
effort appeared to be bogged 
down provided a dreary and 
discouraging finale to more 
than '20 yea rs of effort, real 
and phony, but largely real, 
to scale down and 
finally 
eliminate the military arse­ 
nals of the world. 
The first answer would ap­ 
pear to be this. 
Disarmament is not an end 
in itself. The United States 
has fought two world wars, 
another war in Korea and 


the present war in Vietnam 
because it has believed that 
world freedom and the basic 
interests of the United States 
itself mak e it necessary. In 
three of those cases partial 
American disarmament con­ 
tributed to the outbreak of 
hostilities. The United States 
was fully prepared in only 
one case, that of Vietnam. 
While the United States 
agrees 
to disarmament 
in 
principle, security comes first. 
Second. Safe disarmament 
implies that any agreement 
should involve a system of 
control and inspection. 
The United States has in­ 
sisted upon the need for veri­ 
fication ever since a United 
Nations Commission for Con­ 
ventional Armaments was set 
up on Feb. 13, 1947. 
This committee created 
a 
subcommittee which held its 
first meeting on April 23, 
1954, in London. It consisted 
of the United States, Britain, 
France, Canada and the So­ 
viet Union. On June 11 an 
Anglo-French plan was pre­ 
sented calling for balanced 
nuclear and conventional dis­ 
armament 
by stages, with 
verification by a control or­ 
gan at the end of each stage. 
The Russians then presented 
a counter plan which con­ 
firmed what everybody had 


suspected. The Russians were 
not willing to accept any real 
control system w’orthy of the 
name. 
However, on Dec. 20, 1961, 
the United States and Russia 
agreed to set up an 18-nation 
disarmament 
subcommittee. 
The United Nations General 
Assembly ordered this com­ 
mittee to work out a plan 
for general and complete dis­ 
armament under effective in­ 
ternational control. The 18- 
nation committee became the 
17 - nation 
committee 
now 
meeting in G e n e v a , when 
France haughtily refused to 
participate. 
The first session of this 
committee w’a.s held in Ge­ 
neva between March 14 and 
June 15, 1962, and it has been 
meeting periodically since. 
France and Red China are 
both nuclear powers but have 
no part in the discussions 
and could not be expected to 
submit to inspection or con­ 
trol. Japan and India, which 
are two lik ely new’ members 
of the "Atomic Club,” w’on’t 
renounce the right to have 
nuclear weapons as long as 
Red China has them. Israel 
won t forego such weapons as 
long as Egypt, Iraq and Syria 
may get them from Russia. 
Sc the whol« thing look s 
hopeless.

To Meet on County Salary Study 


W age and salary recommendations for Ulster County 
High way employes will be the subject of a special meeting 
of Ulster County Board of Supervisors according to Peter 
J. Savage, chairman. The meeting will review recommenda­ 
tions of Hanawalt Associates, consultants, who are now 
studying compensation in the Highway Department. 
Savago said the Hanawalt Organization has already 
submitted its recommendations regarding jobs covered by 
Civil Service. 
The management consulting firm stated that the in­ 
creases recommended are necessary to bring county salaries 
in line with going rates in other counties, and to correct 
inequities between the present pay scales and work being 
performed by certain employes.

WASHINGTON — Because 
the greatest obstacle to ra­ 
cial peace is the communi­ 
cations barrier, it is vital to

minority. 
This 
advice 
came trom one of the na­ 
tion's most outspoken Neg­ 
ro firebrands, Ernie Cham­ 
bers, 
a 
bearded, 
bushy- 
haired Om aha barber spe­ 
cializing in 
Afro cuts and 
civil 
rights 
agitation, 
who 
sounded 
off 
behind 
closed 
doors before the President's 
Commission on Civil Disor­ 
ders. 
This column has obtained a 
copy of his confidential ad­ 
vice. which is must reading 
for whites w ho are trying to 
understand 
how the 
black 
m ilitants feel and what they 
think. 
In a voice charged with 
emotion, Chambers told the 
commission 
fiercely: 
"We 
have 
marched,

cried, we have prayed, we 
have voted,

The World Today 
Johnson or Mills Must 
Budge on Tax Measure

Moscow Real Culprit Behind 
W orld Disarmament Failure

GKN EVA — Why have all 
serious attem pts at disarm a­ 
m ent, started since the sec­ 
ond World W ar. failed in a 
w elter of disagicement and 
j'ecrim ination? 
Who is to blame? Could 
the United States have done 
better? 
What if anything can be 
done at this late stage to get 
things moving? 
All of those questions pised 
themselves 
at 
Geneva 
this 
week as the 17-nation dis­ 
arm am ent committee strug­ 
gled to agree on a treaty to 
restrict the further spread of 
nuclear arm s. 
'Hie fact that its modest 
effort appeared to be bogged 
down provided a dreary and 
discouraging finale to more 
than 20 years of effort, real 
and phony, but largely real, 
to scale down and 
finally 
elim inate the military arse­ 
nals of the world. 
The first answer would ap­ 
pear to be this. 
D isarm am ent is not an end 
in itself. The United States 
has fought two world wars, 
another w ar in Korea and 


the present war in Vietnam 
because it has believed that 
world freedom and the basic 
interests of the United States 
itself m ake it necessary' In 
th ree of those cases partial 
Am erican disam iam ent con­ 
tributed to the outbreak of 
hostilities. The United States 
w as fully prepared in only 
one cate, that of Vietnam. 
While 
the United States 
ag lees 
to 
disarmament 
in 
principle, security comes first. 
Second. Safe disarm am ent 
implies that any agreem ent 
should involve a system of 
control and inspection. 
The United States has in­ 
sisted up>n the need for veri­ 
fication ever since a United 
N ations Commission for Con­ 
ventional Armaments was set 
up im Feb. 13. 1947. 
This committee created a 
subcom m ittee which held its 
first m eeting on April 23, 
1934. in London. It consisted 
of the United States, Britain, 
France, Canada and the So­ 
viet Union. On June l l an 
Anglo-French plan was pre­ 
sented calling for balanced

suspected. The Russians were 
not willing to accept any real 
control system worthy of the 
name. 

1961, 
the United States and Russia 
agreed to set up an 18-nation 
disarmament 
subcommittee. 
Tile United Nations General 
Assembly oideied this com­ 
m ittee to work out a plan 
for general and complete dis­ 
arm am ent under effective in­ 
ternational control. The 18-

meeting in G e n e v a , when 
France haughtily lefused to 
participate. 
The first session of this 
committee was held in Ge­ 
nova between March 14 and 
June 15. 1962, and it has been 
meeting periodically since. 
France and Red China are 
both nuclear powers but have

submit to inspection or con­ 
trol. Japan and India, w'hich 
are two likely new’ members 
of the "Atomic Club,’’ won t 
renounce the right to have 
nuclear weapons as long as 
Red O lina ha* them.
